PARIS — (UP) — Secretary of 
State Marshall will return to 
Washington after important last- 
minute conferences on his two 
most urgent problems: Berlin and 
the future of the North Atlantic 
Security Pact. 

This will be Marshall’s second 
trip back to Washington since he. 
came to Paris for the opening of 
the United Nations General Assem- 
bly Sept. 21. Although he may 
change his mind, American dele- 
gation sources do not expect him 
to return to Paris because the 
Assembly is now scheduled to close 
by Dec. 11. 

Marshall's future role in Ameri-, 
can foreign affairs may be decided | 
when he confers with President 
Truman, probably tomorrow. | 


Although Marshall has headed | 
the United States delegation at 
the Assembly his most important 
work on American foreign policy 
has been done in private confer- 
ences with other foreign ministers. 


It was on that note that he spent 
his first day in Paris. His schedule 
yesterday included Canadian For- 
eign Minister Lester Pearson and) 
Norwegian Foreign Minister Hal-| 
vard Lange. both of whom talked | 
with Marshall about the North At-| 
lantic pact which the United States | 
and Canada will negotiate with| 
the Western European Union. |

But 
there is onlv faintest hone that it 
will succeed any more than Bra- 
mvlia’s first trv.

He said China in its war against 
Communist hordes for the North 
is face to face with crisis and this 
country must act now if at all. It 
must assume at once, Clark said, 
the “major portion” of Nationalist 
Government war costs totaling 
about $840,000,000 a year. 

Otherwise, he said, Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-shek’s forces will 
collapse and all of China will fall 
to the Communists. It’s a “fish 
of cut bait proposition,” he said. 
And he warned that all-out U. S. 
aid to China might conceivably in- 
volve this country in war. He said 
Congress should decide whether 
stopping communism would justify 
such a risk. 

Clark’s report was released less 
than 48 hours before President 
Truman himself was scheduled to 
plunge into conferences here on 
threats to world peace in Asia 
and Europe.

DeJohn Death © 
Mystery Solved; 
3 Men Held 


SAN FRANCISCO — (UP)—Po- 
lice have announced they have 
cracked the 18-month-old gang 
slaying of Nick DeJohn, former 
Chicago gambler and small-time 
racket boss, and have arrested 
three men for the murder con- 
spiracy. 

Breaking of the Chicago-type 
killing revealed yesterday it was 
not linked in any way with the 
slaying of gambler Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel in Beverly Hills, 
said Capt. of Inspectors James 
English. 

DeJohn’s body, garroted and 
mutilated and trussed with wire, 
was found May 9, 1947, stuffed in 
the luggage compartmet of his ex- 
pensive Chrysler 
which had been abandoned in San 
Francisco’s Marina District apart- 
ment area. 

The slaying touched off a State- 
wide investigation of the influx of 
racketeers and hoodlums from 
Chicago and New York and led to 
the establishment of Gov. Earl 
Warren’s Crime Commission to 
block further inroads of Eastern 
gangsters into California. 

Arrested and charged with con- 
spiracy to commit murder were 
Mike Aboti, 28, San Francisco, and 
Sebastiano Nani, 42, San Mateo. 
John Rasantino, 35, San Francisco, 
at whose home Lena DeJohn, the 
murdered man’s widow, stayed 
when she came to San Francisco

Homicide Inspectors Frank 
Ahern and Tom Cahill said they 
expected to make “two more im- 
portant arrests” tonight or tomor- 
row. They said the case “began to 
get hot” over the last three or four 
weeks and that “in the last 48 
hours the boys worked" day and 
night.” 

Capt. English refused to dis- 
close the motive for the slaying 
immediately. 

DeJohn had been garroted with 
a wire in Chicago gang-land fash- 
ion.

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Gov. Talmadge's Employment Predicament 


A check with the State Labor De- 
partment reveals that employment in 
Georgia. is at an all-time high. Corre- 
spondingly, applications for unemploy- 
ment compensation are at their lowest 
level. 


‘Yet Gov. Herman Talmadge is being 
swamped with the largest flood of job 
applicants in State history. 


’ One deduction is inescapable. It is 
that most of those applying for jobs are 
persons whose abilities and skills are so 
negligible they have been unable to find 
work in other fields. That there are ex- 
ceptions goes without question. But cer- 


tainly it must be assumed the vast ma~ 


jority of those applying are inefficient 
performers. 

This makes it all the more imperative 
that the Governor and his aides seek to 
attract able persons and that the flood of 
applicants be screened very thoroughly. 


Some amusing incidents, not without 


a touch of pathos, have resulted. Some 
of the aides are saying, “Pick out the sort 
of job for which you think yourself best 
suited and then come back to see us.” 

Some went promptly down to State 
Auditor Thrasher’s office, asked to see a 
list of salaries paid and selected there- 
from the jobs paying the most for which 
to declare themselves fit. They do say 
that Auditor Thrasher’s eyes, which do 
not pop easily, popped very widely in- 
deed over this. 

As people leave the land to crowd into 
towns and cities they bring with them 
very few skills and little office training. 
With more jobs available and filled than 
ever before in history, and with fewer 
unemployed, only the most hopeless are 
left. The chance at a State job attracts 
them as sugar attracts bees. 

We have sympathy for those who are 
seeking jobs. But candor compels us to 
say to the harassed Governor and his 
aides that great care is needed. 


A Problem for Georgia—and the South 


Last week a North Georgia county 
weekly carried on its front page the 
following: 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


Three weeks ago I notified through this paper 
those of you who owed me for doctoring you or 
your families to either pay or state when pay- 
ment would be made, by now. It is enough to 
shake anyone’s faith in his fellow man to realize 
that less than twenty out of the TWO HUN- 
DRED persons who owed me have bothered to 
reply in any way whatever. The others have 
neither paid nor sent any message. 


During this year I have been embarrassed by 
having two companies refuse to ship to me 
medicines I had ordered (to use in treating you 
people—and your babies—when sick and anx- 
jous to see a doctor arrive) because I did not 
have the money to pay for medicines already 
bought and sold largely on credit. Is this your 
answer to a man who turned down offers of 
partnership with doctors in Gainesville and At- 
lanta, with large guaranteed income, to return 
to his home county in order to live and work 
among the people he knew and loved and had 
grown up with? Even this Summer I was 
urged to move to a prosperous town in another 
section of Georgia, where the people respect 
and promptly pay their doctors. Please remem- 
ber, this matter of having the medical supply 
companies deny me further credit due to you 
not paying me (so that I could pay them) hap- 
pened at a time when all of you must admit is 
the most prosperous period our section of the 
country has ever known. With this experience 
after only THREE years of practice here, how 
would YOU feel if you were in my place? 

I have already learned (the hard way) that 
very few of you who owe me for work appre 
ciate any doctor’s sacrifice and efforts for you 
at all hours of the night and day. Furthermore, 
I am not publishing this notice in an effort to 
gain sympathy. In other words, I CAN’T HAVE 
YOUR APPRECIATION AND I DON’T CARE

When the South 
Goes to Washington! 


With the Dixiecrat movement labeled “fail- 

ure” and with few sincere mourners about its 

. bier, the South obviously owes to its future an 
obligation to work out a constructive policy or plan. 


_ Southern Congressmen and Senators can go back to Washington 
in January with the old, bitter and belligerent attitude of resisting 
any and everything, or they can go back with a plan of action. 


It is rather obvious now that if the return is one of chip-on- 
shoulder and a resolve to filibuster every proposal in the field 
of civil rights, the majority will destroy the rule of unlimited 
debate. Once that is gone, much more than the civil rights fight 


will be gone. Forever. 

Plan Compromise is the essence of our form of government. We 
progress only by compromise. Our entire national life, 

from the time of the proclaiming of liberty and the rights of man, 

on through the adoption of the Constitution of the United States, 

which almost failed of adoption, has been one of compromise. 


Obviously, if two contending forces merely lock horns and 
struggle over an issue, one of two things will happen: Both will 
fall exhausted with nothing accomplished toward resolving the 
issue. Or, the stronger will triumph and the merit of the opposi- 
tion’s position will be lost, the radical measure predominating. 
This, for example, will happen if debate is limited through irrita- 
tion with filibuster. 


There is actually but one of the so-called civil 
Procedures rights measures which involves civil rights. This 
one is the antilynching legislation. A citizen certainly has the right 
to be protected against lynchings so that the orderly processes of 
law may apply to him and his case. 


There isn’t much doubt that antilynch legislation is unconsti- 
tutional. But there also is no doubt at all that the nation is out 
of patience with those counties which fail vigorously to prose- 
cute cases of lynching. It has been suggested that a Federal law 
which specifically stated it would not apply to States which author- 
ize its highest enforcement officer to prosecute persons charged 
with participation in lynchings and which also transfer the trials 
to a county not involved in the lynching, would be constitutional. 


There could be no valid objection to such a law. It would 
leave the States as sovereign in the matter. It would do something 
all States should have done themselves—assure vigorous prosecu- 
tion in a county not connected with the lynching. Local juries 


| have often refused to convict even when the evidence was there. 


Poll Tax 


Repeal of the poll tax laws is being hurried, anyhow. 
Arkansas has just voted to allow that State to sub- 
stitute a registration system for the poll tax requirement. Ten- 
nessee is favorable to repeal. A constitutional amendment, for sub- 
mission to the States, certainly would not be in the least objec- 
tionable. It would end the poll tax without any objectionable 
“force” or “Federal” actions.

Or, being too often disillusioned, they will be- 
“ome cynical and contemptuous for want of any 
exampie that seems worthy of imitation. 

The great majority of men who are good and 
useful citizens can remember the time when 
some personal acquaintance or some character 
in history or fiction first aroused their ambition 


and inspired them to do and be something worth 
while. 

These things being true, elemental common 
sense should prompt us to preserve the glory 
of our heroe: and our great men. But the fad 
of “debunking,” started by naughty-boy authors 
and encouraged by politics, has affected even 


our school histories and given them the flavor | 


of back-fence gossip. 


That isn’t true of all histories, but it should 
be true of none.

Rubaiyat, the only rose chosen in 1947, is a 
brilliant rose-red with the reverse of the petals 
a lighter shade. It has clean, waxy foliage and 
high-centered buds that open slowly. 

Nocturne and San Fernando were the red 
roses chosen as 1948 winners. San Fernando is 
a glowing currant red. Nocturne has long stems, 
luxuriant foliage and blooms of bright cardinal 
red with darker shadings. 

The All-American roses chosen for 1949 are 
not strictly red, since they are bi-colored roses. 
Tally-ho has an unusual color which varies 
somewhat according to the weather and plant- 
ing location. The color on the outside of the 
petals fluctuates from crimson to cardinal red, 
while the inside exhibits several shades of pink, 
including Tyrian rose, China rose, phlox pink, 
and Neyron rose. 

Forty-niner is considered the most brilliantly 
colored bi-colored rose ever introduced. The out- 
side petals are a rich yellow, which contrast 
with a vivid red inside. The inside of the petals 
turn to a cherry red as the blossoms age. 

Other color groupings can be built around 
shades of yellow, the Peace rose being the best- 
known in that general category. Other yellow 
roses are California, Lowell Thomas and Mme. 
Marie Curie. There are also many shades of 
pink roses. Some of the better-known of these are 
Charlotte Armstrong, Mary Margaret McBride 
and Pinkie.

NEW YORK—“Love Life” is an elaborate musical built 


around an uncommonly novel idea. 


The idea has to do 


with a supposedly average American family consisting of 
an ingratiating young couple and their two offspring. 


The amazing thing about this 
family, a fact that may weil 
take it out of the average class, 
ise that it never grows a day 
elder. It just bobs up in one 
expensive scene after another, 
each portraying a somewhat 
later period in American his- 
tory than the one before. It 
seems to have been a happier 
family during the days immedi- 
ately after the Revolution when 
the audience first meets it, than 
during our own time in spite 
of having a handier house to 
live in. 

According to the author of 
the book and lyrics, Alan Jay 
Lerner of Brigadoon fame, the 
radio ig the root of the trouble 
today. Or else it is women go- 
ing out of the home to work. 
At any rate in a hilarious scene 
in the latter half of Love Life, 
Nanette Fabray, as the wife, 
rushes home late after work 
hoping she has not missed her 
favorite radio drama. She finds 
her husband frustrated at not 
getting to hear his discussion 
program because the children 
are feuding over whether to 
hear a'‘mystery thriller or a 
eomedy show. It is close enough 
to moments in the lives of all 
of us to get a warm response 
from the audience. 

Still I think Alan Jay Lerner 
was better when he wrote Brig- 
adoon. It was consistently beau- 
tiful. Love Life isn’t consistent- 
ly anything, although it is pleas- 
ing enough. 


To be sure, Nanette Fabray 
ie consistently. good looking. 
She seems fresh as a daisy in 
spite of jumping from the star- 
ring role in High Button Shoes 
to that of Love Life. 
like Fabray needs to modernize. 
Her style is a bit old-hat, akin 
to what one expected of a musi- 
eal comedy queen of the ’20s. 

As for Ray Middleton, he is 
more than adequate to his part

Alabama hadn’t been any great 
shakes either until a week ago, 
when it showed symptoms of late- 
blooming greatness by beating 
Georgia Tech, 14 to 12. 

But an estimated 27,000 persons 


‘saw LSU combine a smooth-work- 
ing running and passing attack 
that ran Alabama ragged. When 
Alabama, in desperation, started 
throwing one pass on top of an- 
other, LSU threw out a nearly im- 
penetrable pass defense. 

Passes figured heavily in LSU’s 
victory. And LSU started piling up 
its score in the first period. 

Quarterback Charlie Pevey 
threw a 25-yard pass to End Sam 
Lyle for the first LSU score. Lyle 
caught it on the Alabama 20 and 
ran to the goal line untouched. 

State scored the second time im- 
mediately after an Alabama punt 
to its own 47. Pevey passed 15 
yards to Right Halfback Billy Bag- 
gett, who ran 32 yards to the 
goal. 

Neither side scored in the sec- 
ond or third period, but late in 
the third, LSU started a drive 
from its own 23 and went 77 yards 
for a touchdown marked up early 
in the fourth. Except for one nine- 
yard pass, LSU ran it all the way.

N THE flag-banked Washington, D. C., court- 
room, the Marine Corps guards stood rigidly 

at attention. The small cluster of men and 
women in front of the judge’s bench raised their 
right hands. The administering of the oath of 
citizenship began. 

“T pledge allegiance to the flag of the United 
States and to...” 

As she repeated the fateful words which 
would once again make her an American citizen, 
blond, brown-eyed Countess Charlotte Zichy’s 
rnind probably flashed back to an event that had 
taken place more than 26 years before. 

At that time, in the spring of 1922, she was 
Charlotte ‘Demarest; a glamourous, charming 
member of New York society’s smart younger 
set. Pursued by the city’s most eligible bache- 
lors, she danced and laughed her way through a 
seemingly endless series of brilliant Social] affairs. 

Then she met George Burton, heir to a brew- 
ery fortune. Courtship was followed by a mar- 
riage proposal... Invitations to the wedding, to be 


held May 11, 1922, were sent to a list of fashion- 
able friends. But the ceremony, due to a slight 
social oversight, was never held. The. circum- 
stances surrounding this change of plans, more- 
over, were responsible for Charlotte’s losing her 
American citizenship. 

On the day before the wedding, she remem- 
bered she had forgotten to invite one of her 
numerous beaus, young Count Edward Zichy, a 
dashing Hungarian nobleman, who had been sent 
to the United States by his American-born 
mother to visit relatives. Since there was no 
time t#remedy this drror by mail, the bride-to-be 
called the count on the phone. 

Zichy, with typical old-world gallantry, 
countered with an invitation to luncheon that 
day. Charlotte accepted. During the meal, her 
handsome companion urged her — apparently 
with great persuasiveness——to elope with him in- 
stead of marrying Burton. Again Charlotte 
accepted. 

That afternoon, in a secret ceremony, the 
couple became husband and wife. The only per- 
son they took into their confidence was the late

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Maury Paul, then The New York American’s 
“Cholly Knickerbocker,” and when he revealed 
the wedding in an exclusive story the following 
morning, New York society was flabbergasted, 
George Burton, who first received the news in a 
barber shop while being readied for his sched- 
rs role as a groom, could only remark, ‘“Hell’s 
yells!” 

Though the marriage was a topic of wide- 
spread discussion, one important fact about it 
was almost entirely disregarded. Under existing 
law—-a law which was repealed later that same 
year—an American woman marrying a foreigner 
automatically lost her citizenship. 

At the time, Charlotte gave little thought to 
that statute. She was young and in love. She 
still considered herself an American and so did 
her friends. The priceless heritage of U. S. citi- 
zenship did not seem too important. Only years 
later did she appreciate its true worth. 

That was not until after she had left America 
and gone to live in Europe. There, during the 
years between 1923 and 1928, the couple settled 
on the Zichy family estate in what was then 

Czechoslovakia. Later they 
moved to Budapest, where 
they remained for the next 
ten years while the count en- 
gaged in the family wine busi- 
ness. Then, in 1938, they 
moved back to the Zichy estate 
—which had now become a 
part of Hungary—and stayed 
there until the Nazi occupa- 
tion of March, 1944. 

Thirteen months later, after 
fleeing into Austria, they were 
arrested by the Germans in the 
town of Bludenz near the 
Swiss border. Ordered to re- 
port to the local police station 
each morning, they were per- 
mitted to stay in a small hotel 
near by. Being without a radio 
or .newspapers, they had no 
idea what was going on in the 
outside world. 

At 5:30 on the afternoon 
of May 4th, however, the coun- 
tess looked out of her window 
and saw three tanks standing 
in the street below. Protruding 
from the top of one of the ve- 
hicles was a man’s head. On 
top of that rested a peaked blue 
cap with gold braid. That could 
mean only one thing: The 
French army and liberation! 

Once the Zichys had been 
freed from the Germans, they 
went to Lake Constance in the 
French zone where they re- 
mained for the next two and 
a half years. Classified as dis- 
pla persons, they did not 
dare return to their home, 
which had once’ more become 
part of Czechoslovakia and 
was therefore behind the iron 
curtain. 

“If we had gone back,” the 
countess recently explained to 
the writer, “we might have 

been used to decorate lampposts. 

Eventually, in 1947, the couple entered the 
American zone and finally reached Munich. Count 
Zichy, meanwhile, had made the surprising dis- 
covery that although heehad assumed for years 
that he was a Hungarian citizen, he was actu- 
ally a British subject since he had been born in 
England. 

His wife, with the assistance of the American 
consul in Munich, set about completing the pre- 
liminary steps for regaining her American citi- 
zenship. Then this past July, leaving her hus- 
band in England, the countess flew to the United 
States and then went to Washington. 

Reporting to the Department of Justice, she 
successfully completed the naturalization tests, 
had her photograph taken and was vouched for 
by two witnesses. 

Then, on September 7th in the 7th District 
Court, she solemnly repeated the oath of alle- 
giance to the American flag, renounced her Hun- 
garian title and once more became a citizen of 
the country that had given her birth. 

“The ceremony,” she said, “was very beauti- 
ful. I was overwhelmed. 

“My dream and Eddie’s, too, is to settle here 
in the United States. Believe me, I am mighty 
glad to be an American again.”

NYONE who saw Mary Martha Parker 
A Taylor in downtown New York on a cer- 

tain wintry afternoon, nearly 17¢ years 
ago, might have guessed from the set expression 
that she was a woman with a purpose. 

The wealthy 69-year-old. widow from Port 
Chester, N. Y., entered the offices of her attor- 
neys and with an imperious wave of her hand 
insisted that all four partners—Harland B. Tib- 
betts, George F. Lewis, Robert C. Rand, and 
Murray D. Welch—be present while she unloaded 
a burdensome weight from her mind. 

For more than 40 years, she told the lawyers, 
she had kept her socially prominent friends in 
New York, Boston and Newport from knowing 
that she had a daughter, Martha Sakrausky, 
born out of wedlock in Prague, following a ro- 
mantic interlude that occurred in 1889. | 

Then the Port Chester dowager ruefully ad- 
mitted that she hadn’t been quite so suecessful 
in completely hiding the existence of another 
child, also bern out of wedlock, in New Bruns- 
wick, Canada, in 1891. 

This daughter, Mrs. Aime Morecroft Mishou, 
had lived most of her life in the United States 
and even spent some of her childhood on the 
Parker estate at Rhinebeck-on-Hudson, N. Y.

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Yet when she brought suit against Mrs. Taylor 
in 1928, claiming that the society matron was 
her mother and demanding recognition, the mat- 
ter was settled out of court without any public 
admission of parenthood. 

Now, four years later, the contrite Mrs. Tay- 
lor explained to her legal advisors that she 
wanted to make restitution for her seemingly 
heartless silence. She wanted to bequeath siz- 
able sums of money to the two daughters. 

All must be kept secret, however. 

She directed that her will should leave one- 
third of her estate to a faithful nurse-companion, 
Mrs. Berdetha Louise Lammiman. Two-thirds 
of the estate was to go to one of the attorneys, 
Harland B. Tibbetts. 

Everyone could congratulate him and think 
him lucky to inherit such a handsome gift, but 
he and his associates would be bound by a 
private agreement stipulating that Tibbetts 
would pass that inheritance on to his elderly 
client’s daughters. Two secret documents to that 
effect were signed. 

Then Mary Martha Parker Taylor, whose for- 
tune was reputed to be about $7,000,000 at that 


.time; returned to her home, her conscience no 


longer fretting her. 

She died 11 years later, at the age of 80, 
presumably secure in the belief that her children 
had been secretly provided for. 

Circumstances intervened, however, before 
her will could be probated. 

Harland Tibbetts, the executor as well as an 
“apparent” heir, went swimming off Rockaway 
Point, L. L, on July 6, 1943—just about a month 
after Mrs. Taylor’s death. The surf was tur- 
bulent that day and he was drowned. 

So it fell to the lot of George Lewis, one of 
Tibbetts’ partners, to attempt to carry out Mrs. 
Taylor's last wishes. He went before Surrogate 
Judge Charles Griffiths of Westchester County 
N. Y., asking for a ruling. 

Judge Griffiths decided that the two-thirds of 
the estate willed to Tibbetts was an outright gift 
and the secret agreements invalid. 

That meant that Florence Tibbetts, Harland 
Tibbetts’ widow, was entitled to the money, in 
spite of the fact that she filed a waiver assert- 
ing that she didn’t want the legacy for herself. 

The only solution seemed to be for Mrs. Tib- 
betts to accept the money, and then allow it to 
be distributed according to Mrs. Taylor’s wisnes. 

That might have soived the problem without 
attracting public attention if 1943 hadn’t been 
a War year. 

By this time the 54-year-old Martha Sakraus- 
ky and her two children, who were to share her 
inheritance, were living in Austria; a country 
which had become enemy territory. Technically, 
they might be enemy aliens. 

This made it compulsory to notify the VU. S. 
Alien Property Custodian and permit him to ex- 
amine the carefully guarded secret papers, be- 
fore the money could be awarded to her. 

As a result, the whole story of Mrs. Taylor’s 
unacknowledged daughters was disclosed. —~ | 

The Custodian, challenged Judge Griffiths’ 
ruling, and filed a claim im the U. S. Circuit 
Court in Manhattan to the Sakrausky legacy. 

The court decided in his favor on both counts. 

Once more the money intended for Mrs. Tay- 
lor’s daughters was tied up in a legal tangle 
which had become even more complicated due to 
litigation in Boston, where collateral heirs to the 
estates of Mrs. Taylor’s mother and father ques- 
tioned the inheritance rights of Mary Martha’s 
illegitimate children. 

The matter of the bequest to Martha Sa- 
krausky was taken to the U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals by the executors of the Taylor and Tib- 
betts estates. They contended that she could not 
be an enemy alien since she was an American 
citizen. This was based on a 1940 law declaring 
all illegitimate children of American mothers 
become American citizens. 

Again the decision was in favor of the gov- 
ernment, and in the meantime the Boston litiga- 
tion had been settled in favor of the daughters. 

This left the estate—recently estimated to 
have dwindled to approximately $500,000 after 
payment of inheritance taxes—still in the pro- 
cess of settlement. The major disentangling job 
still was that of proving that Mary Martha Par- 
ker Taylor’s elder daughter, Martha, wasn’t an 
enemy alien.

HE life of Sir William Gordon Cumming, de- 

scendant of kings and crony of nobility, was 

Sliced sharply in half by a few chips reck- 
lessly shoved out on a gaming table. 

Most of the world was familiar at one time 
with his first twoscore years, because the inci- 
dent involved the Prince of Wales and developed 
into the British Empire’s greatest gambling 
scandal, 

Until Sir William’s daughter published an 
autobiography recently, only a very few knew 
the heartache of the next 40 years, during which 
the gruff Scottish baronet was ostracized into 
oblivion for cheating at cards, an offense he may 
not even have committed. 

Starting with his marriage to a beautiful 
American heiress on the day after the verdict 
that blasted his reputation, the last four decades 
of Sir William’s bisected career had a veneer of 
glamour. He and his wife were devoted to travel, 
to hunting, to establishing a family on his 85,000- 
acre ancestral estates, to the seemingly boundless 
pleasures of a country gentleman. He had every- 
thing but friends. 

“It never seemed odd to us that he had noth- 
ing to do,” his daughter wrote. “What should a 
gentleman do but shoot and fish and play games? 
A factor ran the estates. Solicitors in various 
countries looked after his own lack of money and 
his wife’s abundance of it. He had infinite leisure 
to read to his children and to see balloons go up. 
I did not know that he had been condemned, not 
to prison, but to freedom; to boredom everlasting;

be called, was an epic of the period in which the 
Victorian Age shook off its inhibitions and 
merged into the naughty Mauve Decade.

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had been a close friend of Prince Albert for 20 
years.

He listened to the account with 
amazement and questioned those who had been 
watching. It was decided that the story should 
never be allowed to get outside the circle which 
already knew it, but that as a condition of silence 
Sir William must be made to sign a pledge that 
he would never play cards again. 

Confronted with the charges, the indignant 
baron vehemently denied them but the prince 
waved his protests aside. 

“Denial is useless in the face of so much evi- 
dence,” Prince Albert observed coldly. “You had 
better sign.” 

Sir William signed and left. In spite of the 
solemn promises, the story didn’t remain a secret 
more than a few hours. A woman who hadn't 
even been a guest at the party was overheard 
telling it at the racetrack the next day. In a short 
time it was all over England. 

Finally, in desperation, Sir William sued for 
slander, naming as defendants Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
son, their son, daughter and son-in-law, and Lieut- 
enant Levett. It was obvious that a verdict in his 
behalf would, in effect, acquit him of cheating 
while an adverse verdict would convict him. 

The case came to trial on June 2, 1891, before 
Lord Coleridge, Lord Chief Justice of England. It 
was a gala occasion. The brilliant assemblage 
which filled the courtroom daily looked like a 
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Ostracized Into Oblivion for Cheating at

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select opera crowd. Great ladies wore their dainti- 
est gowns and trained their lorgnettes on each 
witness. The Prince of Wales attended each ol 
the seven sessions. Lady Coleridge, wife of the 
Chief Justice, sat beside her husband. 

Sir William made an excellent witness. Lean- 
ing easily on the rail, his gray-gloved left hand 
resting lightly on his bare right, perfectly 
dressed, self-possessed, he answered questions in 
firm tones. The deep tan of his African campaigns 
marked him as a soldier and there was even more 
of the soldier about his manner. He seemed far 
more at ease than the defendants. 

The attitude of the public toward the Wilsons 
was evidenced by stony stares. Granted that cheat- 
ing at cards was contemptible, the average ob- 
server felt it was even worse for a host and 
hostess to conspire to trap one of their guests. 
There was even a feeling of hostility toward the 
Prince of Wales, and when Sir William’s counsel 
attacked Albert’s conduct in the opening address, 
the judge had to rap sharply to halt the applause. 

Fighting valiantly for his social life, Sir Wil- 
liam explained that he signed the Tranby Croft 
agreement not as an admission of guilt but as an 
admission that a charge had been made against 
him which could not be publicly challenged with- 
out bringing a scandal on the Prince of Wales. 


T WAS an uphill battle. There were nine wit- 
nesses for the defense, including the prince. 

Five testified they had seen Sir William cheat re- 
peatedly. The prince, responding to a question 
from a juror, gave the most damaging testimony. 

“The charges were made by so many witnesses 
and with such unanimity,” he said, “that I-felt 
no other course was open than to believe what I 
had been told.” 

The jury was out only ten minutes before find- 
ing in favor of the Wilsons. They and the verdict 
were loudly hissed. 

In a book called “Youth Is a Blunder,”* Elma 
Napier, the baronet’s oldest daughter, tells what 
happened after that Sir William’s first act was 
to write to his fiancee: 

“IT cannot possibly ask you to unite your youth 
and beauty with a dishonored name. I release 
you from every promise.” 

Flip Garner’s answer was what might have 
been expected from a Spirited American girl who 
had had her own way most of her life. Her father,

William Garner, wealthy cotton converter and 
commodore of the New York Yacht Club, was 
drowned with four others, including his wife, 
when his yacht overturned in a squall while 
anchored off Staten Island. His three daughters, 
all under five, were reared by an aunt. Their 
father had been afraid they would grow up to 
marry “titled, fortune-hunting foreigners” and 
that’s what happened to all three. 

“I decline to be released,” the 21-year-old heir-’ 
ess wrote her 43-year-old suitor. “I love you and 
believe in your innoéence absolutely. I beg you 
to hasten our marriage. Let it be at once and 
let all the world know I love you and trust you 
and confide myself and my life to yow’” 

They were married quietly the next day in a 
London chapel, the same day that Sir William 
was gazetted out of the army and into social exile. 


4 ONG before I was grown up,” their daughter 

wrote, “mother felt that this precipitancy had 
been a mistake. When she felt that Love had 
failed her; when she wanted me to see passion 
aS a snare and a delusion; then she was wont to 
say that she had married only from a sense of 
duty; that a promise was a promise and that 
neither family nor princes could prevent her from 
keeping it. It was a fine, romantic, defiant thing 
that she did in marrying papa, but that cold duty 
drove her to it—what nonsense!” 

When Sir William died in 1930, a biographer 
reported that “even under the blight of ostracism, 
their romance continued to the end.” Elma doesn’t 
remember it that way. 

At the start of the marriage she said, her 
mother not only shared her fa Ss activities, but 
tried to invent new ones. 

She had learned to shoet and to play cards — 


because, in spite of his pledge never to play again, 
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he apparently saw no reason why he shouldn't 
amuse himself occasionally at his favorite pastime. 

Elma nevér was able to understand how he 
reconciled such games with his conscience. 

He told his daughter that out of a host of ac- 
quainiances, he had thought he had perhaps 
20 real friends, but not one of them ever spoke 
to him after the trial. To compensate for their 
loss, they plunged into a feverish round of house 
parties with social climbers and Lady Cumming 
not only endured but fostered them. 

But eventually both realized that they had vir- 


~ tually no mutual interests. Lady Cumming had 


never really wanted a social existence. Sir Wil- 
liam had only pretended to be interested in the 
estates and the tenants, which eventually became 
his wife’s burden. The breech gradually widened. 
There was trouble with women, too, particu- 
larly when Sir William and his brother, Walter, 
who was a close friend of President Theodore 
Roosevelt, brought home as guests two young 
girls they had met on a Mediterranean cruise. 


ROM that time on, Elma said, her mother re- 

alized that she would never receive the fidelity 
and perpetual gratitude she had expected in re- 
turn for the sacrifice of her friends, family, youth 
and social position. Nevertheless, they spent 31 
years together, until Lady Cumming died in 1922. 
They had two daughters and three sons, none of 
whom knew, almost until adulthood, of the Scan- 
dal of Tranby Croft. 

“IT was told I should know all about it some 
day,” Elma wrote, “but of course I don’t. No one 
knows. Nor ever will now. I wonder if, by the 
time he diéd, when so much had been said and 
written, papa himself knew whether he had o1 
had not done that of which he had been accused.” 

Her mother’s interpretation of the story, she 
said, was that Sir William had been framed by 
the Prince for having won the favors of a beauty 
whom His Highness coveted. Another theory cur- 
rent at the time, she added, was that most of the 
players were “flipping the counters” and her 
father had been made a scapegoat. 

“IT am not stating any of this is true,” she 
said. “I am only telling what I have been told. I 
think that almost from the beginning truth had 
been lost in a blur of words and recriminations, 
of misunderstanding and ill-will. It seems to me 
that the strongest thing to be said in my father’s 
defense is that he had so very much to lose by 
cheating, such a trifle to gain.”

A Socialite Blames His 


tinguished Family Name for 
Previous Marital Failures, But 
Still Believes He Can Achieve 
Happiness With His Fifth Wife

be THINK the failure of my four previous 
marriages may be summed up in a few 
words: not as much money as was ex- 
pected, too much travel, and too much work!” 

Across the luncheon table in a fashionable 
New York City hotel, Cornelius Vanderbilt was 
discussing, for the first time, his faith in life, 
in love and marriage. 

He spoke of the girl he married recently in 
Greenwich, Conn., his fifth wife, the former 
Patricia Murphy Wallace of Hawaii and Cali- 
fornia. His eyes shone as he talked of her. 

“At 50,” he said, “I think my life is just 
beginning. I do not feel old--I do not intend 
to get old.” 

He paused thoughtfully, then said: 

“| guess some people think I'm a sucker for 
marrying again. 

“Yet I think marriage is the only way to a 
full life. I have faith in it. I have always done 
my best to make it work,” 

Vanderbilt reached back into his memories of 
other years, other marriages, and other dreams 
that had died slowly in the past. There was no 
blame for anyone, as he spoke of the difficulties 
that a Vanderbilt, or any other man whose name 
is associated with great wealth, encounters in 
working out true happiness——and of the obstacles 
which the wife of such a man must overcome. 

“Any man who bears a name that is a house- 
hold word in America has his share of troubles,” 
he said. “I think marriage for them is more 
difficult than the general public believes. If you 
are John Jones, no one cares what you do or how 
you do it. But I often pity other men whose 
family names are as well known as mine.

avoided if 1 had gone into bankruptcy. But Rachel 
thought it undignified for a Vanderbilt to admit 
bankruptcy.

ALLERGY

HILE receiving presents on her 18th 
WY dirtiaay, a girl began to feel weak and 
feverish. That was the beginning of a 
mysterious illness, an almost continuous fever. 
She was sent to a hospital and for four months 
doctors tried in vain to diagnose her ailment. 
Finally, Prof. Albert H. Rowe, of the Uni- 
versity of California Medical School and Hos- 
pital, in San Francisco, was consulted in an 
effort to find out if some food was to blame. 
The usual hospital meals were replaced by 
a special “elimination diet,’”’ from which a num- 
ber of common foods that frequently cause al- 
lergy were excluded. The effect was a miracle. 
Then by adding one of the excluded foods at 
a time, it was made certain that the girl couldn't 
tolerate milk and its preparations. On a milk- 
free diet she gained 22 pounds in a few weeks. 
All her troubles disappeared.

an article, “Migraine——-Malady 
of the Emotions,” published 
in The American Weekly of 
Sept. 19, 1948, and decided to 
carry out her experiment.

At the age of 16 she had 
begun to suffer from attacks 
of migraine but had been un- 
able to obtain relief. 

She decided she would 
watch her diet and not waste 
her money. She was quick to 
realize that chocolate candy 
bars, which she had taken to 
eating after her lunch, were 
the new item in her diet. She 
gave up chocolate in any 

form. Her headaches ceased altogether. Only 
when she again ate chocolate did her old trouble 
return. 

Professor Rowe says that fever and fatigue 
due to food allergy have frequently deceived 
physicians in the past. The condition has often 
been diagnosed as “subclinical” (hidden) tuber- 
culosis, undulent fever or other maladies. It 


has led to unnecessary operations on tonsils, 
appendices and gall bladders, according to Dr. 
Rowe, who said, “Such fever has often been the 
chief reason for prolonged vacations, for bed 
rest in hospitals or sanitaria.” 

Dy. Theron G. Randolph, Chicago physician, 
endorses Dr. Rowe's opinion and adds that most 
people are unable to detect their own sensitivity 
to allergy-causing foods. After eating them, 
they even feel better than ever before, temporar- 
ily. Then hours or days later they become ill. 

Recently a girl came to New York from 
Europe, sharing the ship’s stateroom with a 
friend who had a playful puppy. She liked the 
little dog, but was allergic to his dandruff. Inhal- 
ing the dust from the dog’s hair developed severe 
nose inflammation and a sort of hay fever. 

Furs, feathers, hair, pollen of certain flow- 
ers and house dust containing pulverized insects 
and other protein materials, on being inhaled, 
result in hay fever, asthma and many other 
symptoms in sensitive persons. Dr. Arthur F, 
Coca, of Pearl River, N. Y., has reported that 
by spraying a mineral oil watery emulsion on 
rugs and upholstery, allergic dust has been con- 
trolled. 

About 6ne-tenth of the population in this 
country, if not more, suffers from some kind 
of allergy. Scientific and medical sleuths have 
been trying to discover what is common to all 
these varied allergic reactions. 

It has been found that certain chemicals, 
which are produced within the body itself, are 
responsible for the trouble. 

Particularly important among them is hista- 
mine (his-ta-min), released from the tissues of 
the body when they contact certain foods, pol- 
len and other agents including, in some cases, 
heat and sunlight. 

Medical chemists have been busy making 
“anti-histamine” drugs. These drugs, according 
to Dr. Alfred Gilman, of Columbia University, 
block the action of histamine which results in 
symptoms of allergy. Some of them are now 
well known—Benadryl, Pyribenzamine, Neoan- 
tergan—-while others are coming up for increas- 
ing recognition, especially Antistine, Neohetra- 
mine, Thenylene, Anti-histaminique RP-3277. A 
very recent drug is. Thephorin. They are all to 
be used, and obtained, only on a _ physician’s 
prescription. 

The folly of using any such drug without 
medical instructions and supervision becomes 
apparent when it is considered that the chemical 
can produce “side reactions,’’ unpleasant effects. 
No drug is successful: in all types and in all 
cases of allergy. 

Dr. John Peters, of Oak Park, Ill., used 
Thephorin in treating a three-year-old boy and 
two five-year-old girls, suffering from hay fever 
and relieved them in two to four weeks. Of 142 
cases treated, he reported, “ThRephorin was 97 
per cent effective in relieving the symptoms of 
hay fever and 91 per cent effective in treatment 
of hay fever and asthma.”

ERVICE Station Operator J. H. Eberhart 

S was just about ready to lock up. He was 
tired—but happy. Business had been brisk 
at the small gasoline station in Atlanta, Ga. 

Suddenly an unfamiliar car puiled up in front 
of the pumps. Three men sat in the front seat. 

“Fill her up,”’ came the muffled order. Eber- 
hart began to feed gasoline into the car. Out of 
the corner of his eye he saw one of the men slip 
from his seat and go into the station. When he 
had hung up the gas hose, Eberhart went to the 
car window to collect what was due him. One of 
the two men in the car told him: “Our friend 
inside will fix you up.” 

Eberhart walked into the station-——and into 
the muzzle of a .38-calibre revolver that was 
‘levelled at his eyes. 

“Hand over your money,” the man behind 
the .38 whispered. Eberhart refused. “Hand it 
over or I'll kill you,” the man said hoarsely. 
Eberhart just smiled. 

When the gunman fired he was standing less 
than three feet from 'Eberhart, but the service 
station man did not go down. 

When the crash of gunfire died away, Eber- 
hart was lodking calmly at the bewildered thug. 
The man could hardly believe what he saw, but 
he didn’t wait to ponder the mystery. He and 
his friends fled. | 

When the police reached the scene, Eberhart 
told them in his matter-of-fact way: “I figured 
he must have shot a blank because he was so 
close to me.” 

They dug a bullet out of the wall a few inch- 
es from where Eberhart had been standing and 
showed it to him, but he merely shrugged. While 
Atlanta police marvelled at Eberhart’s courage, 
and tracked down the would-be killers as a re- 
sult of his accurate description, @he modest serv- 
ice station operator tossed off his narrow escape 
from death without so much as blinking an eye. 

This kind of thing has been going on ever 
since service stations began to appear along the 
nation’s highways during the first decade of 
this century.

A whole nation took its hat off to Walter V. 
Lyle, the manager of a New York City station. 

A car cut through the drizzle and pulled up

in front of Lyle’s service station on Sept. 15, 
1934. The driver, neat as a pin, ordered five 
gallons of gasoline and paid for it with a $10 
gold certificate. 

Lyle was alert. Remembering that this is- 
sue of currency had been stopped by the Treas- 
ury, he said casually: “Haven't seen many of 
these lately.”’ 

The driver’s mouth twitched slightly. ‘“‘No,” 
he said, pocketing his change, ‘I haven’t got 
many more than a hundred left.”’ As the car 
headed out into the rain, Lyle jotted down the 
license number with the stub of a pencil and 
broke the Lindbergh case. 

The man in the car was Bruno Hauptmann. 
He had paid for 98 cents’ worth of gasoline with 
ransom money that had been withdrawn from 
circulation. As a result of Lyle’s alertness, 
Hauptmann was tracked down in the Bronx by 
his license plate numbers and finally executed 
for the kidnap-murder of Lindbergh's son.

William Holmes, the operator of a service sta- 
tion in Aberdeen, Md., was robbed 29 times but 
wouldn’t quit. 

Oliver Maxon, the night manager of a serv- 
ice station in. Red Bank, N. J., was ready for 
it when it came. Maxon, a gentle soul, had al- 
ready suffered two holdups and he’d made up 
his mind that there wouldn’t be any more. He 
was issued a permit to keep a gun. When the 
masked and armed bandit faced him just before 
dawn, and demanded the contents of the cash 
register, Maxon drew quicker than you can 
say Jesse James. 

The bandit crumpled on the floor, a bullet 
through his brain. 

A different kind of service was performed 
by Mary Willis, operator of a seaside service sta- 
tion on the lonely shore of the North Carolina 
coast. One night a call came through to the sta- 
tion from 700 miles away, asking for a fisher- 
man whose child was dying. If the fisherman 
could reach Norfolk next morning he could 
catch a plane to the child’s bedside before it 
was too late. 

Out into the night went Service Station Oper- 
ator Willis—only to find that the fisherman 
had sailed with the tide. Undaunted, she fought 
her way through a rising’ storm to the Coast 
Guard station and convinced the men that the 
father must be rushed to Norfolk. 

Out went the surfboat, in came the fisher- 
man, and after a fast run to Norfolk a grief- 
stricken father reached home in time to share 
a child’s last moments on earth. 

An executive of one petroleum company re- 
cently paid high tribute to the independent 
service station operator by saying: “He has the 
charm of an ambassador, the persistence of a 
termite, the shell of a turtle and the strength 
of a horse.” 

Whether it’s an act of heroism, or just giv- 
ing you and your car the friendly treatment 
you’ve come to expect, the service station oper- 
ator is hard to beat.

SHEBAS

44 ND King Solomon gave to the Queen of 

A Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 

asked, beside that which she had 

brought unto the king. So she turned, and went 
away to her own land, she and her servants.” 

In those few words of Chronicles (2 Chroni- 
cles IX, 12) the Bible has posed one of the most 
fascinating puzzles of all time. Where was that 
“own land” from which the beautiful visitor hac 
brought $8,000,000 in gold to the king and to 
which she returned? It does not say. 

For 3,000 years, scholars have striven in 
vain to solve the mystery of the queenly for- 
tune. Adventurers, lured by the thought of 
wealth still hidden in forgotten diggings, have 
combed desolate stretches of Transjordan, 
Egypt and Africa for the source of the treasure. 

But now, at last, has come evidence that the 
queen reigned in what is today part of Arabia. 
At least one of the mines again is yielding its 
long-lost gold to machinery installed by a lsrit- 
ish-American syndicate operating in partnership 
with King Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia. 

The ancient lode is located inland from the 
Red Sea coast, halfway between the Moslem 
shrines of Medina and Mecca, at Mahad Dahab, 
which is Arabic for “Cradle of Gold.”’ 

So encouraging have preliminary operations 
been that construction of a railroad has been 
started from Mahad Dahab to the Red Sea port 
of Jidda for transportation of ore and workers. 

That the Queen of Sheba did not deal in small 
amounts of the precious metal is shown by the 
Bible passage: ‘“‘And she gave the king an. hun-

dred and twenty ta'ents of gold..." It has 
been estimated that this amounted to 15,720 
pounds, equal to $8,023,488 at today’s prices. 
Some scholars, who hold that the legendary 
“King Solomon’s mines” actually were those of 
the Queen of Sheba, point to the Bible passage 


immediately following the statement that the 
queen “‘went away to her own land.”’ 

“Now the weight of gold that came to King 
Solomon in one year was six hundred and three- 
score and six talents of gold.”’ 

All references to Solomon’s gold have it being 
sent to him from faraway sources——by ship and 
caravan. Nowhere is there mention that the 
king’s personal mines produced the fortune. 

It has long been known that there was gold 
in the Mahad Dahab region, but only recently 
has scientific prospecting uncovered the ancient 
shafts and made their working profitable.

not long ago returned from one of his numerous 
visits to the country and confirmed reports of 
the rediscovered strike. 

“There is no longer any doubt that this was 
one of King Solomon’s gold mines,”’ Sanger said. 
‘“Bedouins undoubtedly had removed all of the 
traces usually found around ruins in the Bible 
lands, but mining operations have dispelled any 
doubt that this was one of the mines from which 
Solomon’s gold came.” 

In connection with these latest discoveries, 
it is interesting to recall similar findings of only 
a few years ago in the Zimbabwe district of 
Southern Rhodesia which gave indications of 
being Solomon’s. 

Excavations there by Edward Rossiter, Brit- 
ish scientist, uncovered workings believed to 
have been worked in Biblical times. In the work- 
ings was a gold smelter perhaps of Arabic work- 
manship. 

If Sheba’s engineers had pressed their search 
for gold beyond the Arabian fields, archeologists 
point out, that could account for the presence of 
the smelter in Africa. 

Should the Arabian mines prove, in truth, to 
be those . ceredited jointly to King Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba, old Arab legends identifying 
the queen with their own Balkis would be borne 
out. Balkis, according to their tales, reigned 
over a fabulous Land of Sheba supposed to have 
been located near the Red Sea in South Arabia—- 
only a few miles from the present diggings. 

Arabian minstrels still sing of how Balkis, 
Queen of Sheba, was “tall, with the grace of a 
fower and the complexion of an olive.” They, 
too, have her visiting King Solomon at Jerusa- 
lem, but their version, unlike the Scriptures, has 
Balkis accepting a proposal to become one of the 
king’s 700 wives. 

Solomon evidently received tremendous ship- 
ments of gold. The Bible says: 

“And King Solomon made two hundred tar- 
gets of beaten gold; six hundred shekels of gold 
went to one target. 

“And three hundred shields made he of 
beaten gold; three hundred shekels of gold went 
to one shield . . . Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure gold. 

“And there were six steps to the throne with 
a footstool of gold ... And all the drinking ves- 
sels of the house of the forest of Lebanon were 
of pure gold eee 

Even such lavishness seems not to have ex- 
hausted the source of the metal, if the hum of 
modern machinery is an indication. Nor has the 
passage of 3,000 years dimned the glamour of 
the queen who was able to proffer it, as a gift, 
by the ton.

One Little Man's Artistry in Disguising Race 
Horses for Dishonest Purposes Made Him the 
Most Persistent Problem Child That 
Track Officials Ever Knew

HEN the turnkey of grim, gray Dartmoor 

Prison on the wind-swept moors of Eng- 

land opened the door of Peter Christian 
Barrie’s cell and bade him go forth and sin no 
more, one marning a couple of decades ago, he let 
the breed improving industry in for enough 
trouble to keep race track detectives all over the 
world an the alert ever since for signs of this 
master artist’s supreme skill with the brush. 

In fact, to this day, if you remark in Edin- 
burgh that Barrie was a great artist, people in- 
variably will ask you: “Which one, Sir James or 
Paddy?” 

Sir James, of course, worked with the pen; 
Paddy, as Peter Christian was known in the 
peculiar art circles in which he rotated, used a 
brush. And if you think Sir James’s “Peter Pan” 
was whimsical, you should get a load of the tales 
that center around Paddy the Plug Painter. Given 
a few hours of privacy and his dyeing para- 
phernalia, Paddy could convert a bay gelding into 
a gray stallion, for racing purposes. 

Most racing fans are familiar with Barrie's 
exploits on the American turf, where he put over 
many. betting coups by means of ringers. But it 
would take an encyclopedia-size volume to relate 
all of Barrie’s “ringing” feats. How he came by 
his unique talent is Paddy’s secret, but at the 
age of 16, he already was so well versed in his 
henna magic that he was able to two-time Lady 
Mary Cameron with the same horse. 

First, he sold her a pretty, dappled cob mare 
for $1,500. The cob had a triek of going to the 
apple orchard each morning, eating one apple and 
then returning to the meadow to graze, 

The horse had qualities that displeased Lady

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Mary, however, so she put the mare up for auction. 

Paddy, unknoWn to Lady Cameron, bought 
back his cob for $76. The following summer, he 
sold Lady Cameron a cob, vastly different from 
the first—except in one respect.

also trotted out to an apple tree, gobbled one 


apple, then went her way. 

Lady Cameron, who had only recently paid 
young Barrie $1,500 for the “new’s cob, took a 
closer look, after observing the phenomenon of 
the apple tree, and remarked: “That young man 
will be a successful crook.” 

Paddy moved from prep school into college, as 
a horse ringer, when he converted a pair of bay 
coach horses into perfectly matched dappled grays 
to fill the order of an American-born countess 
whom the green monster had possessed from the 
moment she saw one of the Vanderbilts driving 
at a fashionable English watering place behind 
a pair of grays such as are painted by artists. 


ESOLVED to outdo the Vanderbilts, the spoiled 

darling of an American fortune advertised, of- 
fering $5,000 for a matched pair of dappled grays. 
Paddy’s motto was: “If they beg for it, don’t give 
them a break.” So he lost no time in earning 
himself the $5,000 plus a bonus of $500 for quick 
delivery. 

In the damp English climate, the dapples wore 
off quickly but by that time Paddy had faded, too.

Al Capone was in fulsome flower, and rival gangs 
fought it out with machine guns for the easy 
millions to be amassed in the beer racket. 

As a small man, Tough Terry was so 
successful he blasted his way to a seat next to the 
throne occupied by the great Capone himself. Like 
Al and ali the rest, Terrible Terry decided at this 
Stage that he wanted to be a sportsman. Owning 
a string of race horses was the answer. 

Among the horses he bought was a big, deep- 
chested, powerfully limbed animal named Gibbons, 
who looked like a world beater and really was 
pretty good at sprint distances. Druggan kept 
the star of his string in a North Side livery stable 
and sat back to wait for the Vanderbilts, Whitneys 
and Wideners to invite him down to Westbury to 
balance a dish of Oolong on his broad palm.

That night “Dr.” Barrie arrived at the North Side 
livery stable with a van, loaded the race horse 
aboard, leaving a cheap nag in his place, and was 
off for the hinterlands, accompanied by a con- 
federate named Stev Maybe, an ex-jockey. 

About a week later, Gibbons entered under a 
fake name, won a race at Batavia that cost the 
books about $100,000. Barrie took his share and 
lammed, leaving Maybe in charge. Mr. Druggan’s 
emissaries shortly caught up with Maybe and 
showed him they didn’t mean possibly. Maybe 
just couldn’t keep out of trouble. He wound up 
with a life sentence in Massachusetts for slaying 
a woman. He was just a cheap crook and inter- 
loper, not an artist like Paddie Barrie. 

A Barrie coup that misfired was the Kalakana- 
Bobby Dean ringing case at Lincoln Fields, 
‘Chicago, on Labor Day, 1926, but this really wasn’t 
Barrie’s fault. Paddy had bought a good horse 
named Kalakana for $2,500 and a plug named 
Pobby Dean for $100. Next he lined up a million- 
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aire and a gangster from Minneapolis as his 
backers and waited for the right spot to “drop his 
horse in.” Lincoln Fields on Labor Day was 
finally agreed upon. 

While Paddy went to work converting Kala- 
kana from a light bay into a dark brown with a 
white star on his forehead and a white foreleg, 
to simulate Bobby Dean, his millionaire backer sat 
outside the stable whistling. When he whistled 
high, it was a danger signal for Paddy, working 
with his charcoal stove and henna dyes inside. 
The job finally finished, after several scares, Bar- 
rie vanned the real Bobby: Dean off to Columbus, 
Ohio, and sat back to await the killing. 

But it rained heavily for two days before Labor 
Day and Kalakana wasn’t a mudder. Barrie, 
seeing the danger of losing, called the hote! where 
the millionaire, his gangster pal and several gay 
girls were reveling in a champagne party. 

When Paddy tried to tell them that Kalakana 
wasn't good in gooey going, and should be 
scratched, they turned on him and threatened him 
with dire consequences if Bobby Dean didn’t run 
and win.

On Labor Day, the phony Bobby Dean was 
well out in front when he slipped, almost throw- 
ing Jockey Peppernell, and before he could regain 
his stride, the race was over and he had finished 
third, beaten by three lengths. But the money his 
backers won on show bets almost equalized their 
losses.

He next turned up in Havana where 
he hopped up Kalakana in an “honest” race, was 
caught in the saliva test and fined $100! (How 
casual those stewards can be!) 

Just as you can drive a horse to water but 
can’t make him drink, Paddy Barrie could convert 
an old gray’ mare into a prancing bay filly but 
he couldn’t guarantee her against breaking down 
in the stretch, undoing his fancy work with henna. 

That was what happened at Jamaica, Oct. 3, 
1932, when enough C and G notes from undér- 
world caches showed up with the books to wall-

paper the Grand Canyon. 
on the nose of Saintlite, or so the horse was listed 


on the programs. Saintlite was a horse Paddy 
Barrie and an associate had bought a short time 
previously for G. D. Widener. 

The gelding, light brown in color with a star 
on his forehead and a gray hind leg, had been a 
disappointing performer for Mr. Widener. Paddy 
and his associate also owned a good sprinter 
named Regula Baddun, a dark brown horse. ‘To 
make things look on the level, Paddy had Regula 
Badduh put through a fast workout and an- 
nounced the colt was ready for a race. 

Then it was announced that Regula Baddun 
had raced enough for the year and would be 
turned out until spring. The trainers, who had 
no inkling of the plot, were disappointed but they 
were appeased by being told that Saintlite would 
run instead. 

So, a few days later, Saintlite arrived at their 
Stable, only it was really Regula Baddun, all dyed 
up in Paddy Barrie’s best henna. 


HE two trainers knew the real Saintlite like 

they knew their own reflections in the mirror 
because they had once tried to buy the horse. But 
even they were completely taken in by Barrie’s 
superb skill. Mobland, which had Barrie's tip, 
had backed Saintlite right up to the hilt. 

In the fifth race, Saintlite was living up to 
everything Barrie had said for the speedy stepper 
who was Regula Baddun. Then, something hap- 
pened. The golden horse broke down and phlooey 
went the quarter million the mob figured to win. 

When the bookies got their heads together that 
night and compared notes, they found they had 
all been loaded with Saintlite money. They noti- 
fied the Pinkertons who took a close look at 
“Saintlite” and snorted: “Paddy Barrie again!” 

But Paddy had flown the coop once more, 
leaving the two blameless trainers to hold his 
bag. This job was one of his masterpieces but, 
unfortunately for him, his henna could not 
strengthen a leg that had been “nerved” and 
was half decayed.

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S «: was an honest young woman, with a 

well-founded moral code and religious con- 

S vento She had a healthy, handsome child. 
Yet she stood before a judge in a strange city, 
miles away from home, and swore to a lie. 

It was in Florida, and she swore that she 
intended to become a bona fide resident of the 
state. Actually, all she wanted was a divorce, 
and then to return to New York City, her home. 

She had become convinced that the man she 
married in her late teens had turned out to be 
impossible to live with. He had, she charged, 
struck her and mistreated their son. She felt 
that life with him was meaningless and that he 
was not the best influence on the child. 

She couldn’t divorce him where she lived 
because she could not legally prove infidelity, 
the only grounds for divorce in New York. So 
she went to Florida, swore that she intended to 
remain there as a resident, and got her divorce. 

Back in New York, thinking herself a free 
woman, she met the man she regarded as right 
for her. It was a love made deeper by her 
emotional maturity. They married. Their home 
life was full and complete. They had two chil- 
dren of their own, who were growing up happily 
with the child of her first marriage. 

Let Justice Jacob Panken of the Domestic 
' Relations Court in New York City tell the story: 

“Her former husband, who wanted only to 
get even with her for leaving him, brought her 
into Children’s Court. He charged that she was 
not a fit mother for his child. She was living 
with a man to whom she was not legally mar- 
ried, he said, and his reasoning was sound, Her 
divorce from him was not legal, and therefore 
her marriage to her second husband was biga- 
mous and her children by him born out of wed- 
lock. The law is clear on this subject. 

“She was not entitled to that Florida di- 


vorce, because she was not a bona fide resident 


‘of that state.’’ 
November 21, 1948 


So a woman’s life was ruined, a child was 
handed over to a man he hardly knew, a stigma 
was placed on two more innocent children, and 


‘a husband found that he was not married to 


his wife, nor could he marry her. 

“Cases of this sort come before me con- 
stantly,” Judge Panken said. “Diversity in state 
law drives people to commit perjury, if they 
feel compelled to rectify the mistake of an 
unfortunate marriage. This problem can’t be 
solved as long as each state legislates on divorce 
without regard to the law of sister states. 

“The law regulating marriage and divorce 
should be uniform throughout all the states.” 

It is Judge Panken’s opinion that the General 
Welfare clause of the Constitution provides 
power for Congress to enact uniform laws 
setting forth grounds and method for divorce. 

“The rights of children, the rights of wives, 
the rights of the community are matters which 
concern the general welfare of the nation, and 
fall within the purview of the General Welfare 
clause,”” he said in a recent opinion handed 
down from the bench. 

The rights of children? A child should have 
the right to know who he is. Due to diversity 
in state laws, a child may be legitimate in one 
state, illegitimate in another. 

Had the woman brought before Judge Pan- 
ken been able to return to Florida with her 
second husband and live there, there would have 
been no grounds to take her first child away 
from her. In that state her marriage to her 
second husband was legal, and her children by 
him legitimate. 

The rights of women? 

Nell Adler came to Judge Panken’s court 
seeking support from her husband, Jack. They 
were married in 1940. He later got a divorce in 
Nevada. His wife maintained that the divorce 
was fraudulent and that she was entitled to 
support as his wife.

While the Child Was Torn From Its Mother's Arms, 
the Helpless Judge Was Forced to Declare the 
Mother's Florida Divorce Illegal and Her 
Second Marriage Bigamous. 


Judge Panken found, however, that Adler had 
made every effort to settle in Nevada, not just 
to spend a few months in order to get a divorce. 
Adler applied for a job as a taxi driver, passed 
his tests, but couldn’t get a license because he 
had no cab to drive. Then he got a job in a 
lumber yard, drew his pay regularly and set 
himself up as a member of the community. 

On that basis Judge Panken held that Adler 
was a bona fide citizen of Nevada, entitled to 
benefit under its laws, at the time of his divorce. 
He upheld the decree and refused support to the 
divorced wife. It was in the lengthy opinion 
handed down in this case that the Judge ex- 
pressed his views on the need for a Federal 
divorce law. 

The rights of the community? 

“Children who know no father or no mother 
lack the security that is due a child,” Judge 
Panken explained. “Insecurity leads to an in- 
feriority complex. The child compensates by 
aggression. He may break the laws, become a 
juvenile delinquent, a danger to the community. 

“Nine out of every 10 children brought into 
children’s court are there because of an infer- 
iority complex. That’s how a child who is a 
victim of divorce confusion may endanger the 
entire community.” 

Husbands, too, deserve some consideration 
from the law. A man brought before Judge 
Panken was frankly confused. He had left his 
wife because he felt their home life was un- 
endurable. She didn’t care whether he went or 
stayed, and he got a divorce in Arkansas. After 
he returned to New York, he married another. 

The years went by. They had children. Like 
thousands of other happy families, they settled 
down to a quiet and secure home life. Then, 
one day, the former wife saw him on the street. 
He looked very happy and fairly prosperous. 
That gave her an idea. 

Sure enough, his divorce decree could be 
attacked on the grounds that he was not a bona 
fide resident of the state which had granted it. 
He was required to support his first wife, his only 
wife by New York law. Not only was his mar- 
riage to the woman he loved declared bigamous 
and his children illegitimate, but before he could 
give them one penny of his salary he had to 
support the woman he thought he had escaped. 

“He was made immoral by law; that seems 
anomalous, but is just that,’”’ Judge Panken said. 
“His home, and thousands of homes, would be 
saved by a clear, uniform, national divorce law.”

NCE upon a time in the early, lusty, gold- 

rush pioneer days of the motion picture, a 

time within the memory of lots of us, there 
Was an ex-boilermaker named Mack Sennett. 

Mack Sennett invented the art of screen com- 
edy which you now see continued by Walt Disney 
and the cartoons, only Mack did it with human 
beings, and in fact he had more to do with the 
creation of the Movies as you and I know them 
than any other one man. 

His funny, ramshackle studio in the Holly- 
wood hills, now an ivy-covered: but historical 
ruin, was the true cradle of motion picture art. 
There, one fine afternoon, this handsome, brilliant, 
dour, witty and dynamic young Irishman created 
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the Mack Sennett Bathing Beauties, a galaxy ot 
girls absolutely unique ih our time. 

Perhaps, there is something in a name, for 
as the fabulous members of Sennett’s troupe 
flashed up to stardom, fame and fortune or 
down to disaster and tragedy it wasn’t as easy 
to tack Mack Sennett Bathing Beauty and ex- 
Mack Sennett Bathing Girl onto their names as 
it was Follies or ex-Follies girl onto Mr. Ziegfeld’s 
lovelies. 

Also, whereas with Flo Zeigfeld the girls and 
glorifying the girls always came first, with Mr. 
sennett they came second. The clowns and the 
comedians, like Marie Dressler and Charlie Chap- 
lin and the Keystone cops came first. 

Nevertheless, he bestowed upon the Sennett 
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girls a secret which has belonged to all the great 
sirens of history and which has lifted them far 
above women who possessed only beauty. Cleo- 
patra had it, so did Queen Elizabeth, and the 
inspiration of the Renaissance, Isabella D’Este, 
and Lord Nelson’s beloved Emma, the Hypatia, 
and the Duchess of Windsor. 


HETHER you know it or not, the Sennett Girls 

had more to do in a way with the personality, 

the freedom, the Charm—which was always Mack 

Sennett’s word for whatever it was a girl had 

to have for him to give her a job—-of the modern 

girl than anything I know, and not just because 
they wore the first one-piece bathing suits. 

To this day, when I asked him, Mack Sennett 
couldn’t explain why he selected: only those who 
could learn his secret. It wasn’t premeditated, be- 
cause the way there happened to BE Sennett girls 
at all was haphazard. 

One day, while reading his morning paper, 
Sennett decided that while he had the best comics 
in the business, including Ben Turpin and Fatty 
Arbuckle, while he had the Keystone cops whose 
screen chases were the biggest box office draw in 
the infant industry, he ought to have something

Exactly how he picked winner after winner 
from the thousands who came to him isn’t easy

ood; such genius as Mabel Normand; such fa- 
ous beauties as Carole Lombard and Phyllis 
aver; such stars as Gloria Swanson who once 
urned ddéWn a contract, for $26,000 a week 52 
eeks in the year; such spectacular characters 
as Cecile Evans whose legs were insured for a 
liion dollars; such bitter tragedy as overtook 
Marie’ Prevost and Juanita Hanson.

Gloria Swanson was a little girl from Chicago 
who became the greatest of all Cecil B. De Mille’s 
any stars, who hit Hollywood without a dime 
or a friend.

She recovered and married the 
handsome, blue-blooded French 
war héro, the Marquis de la Fa- 
laise et de la Coudray, and came 
back triumphant. Her landing, 
her progress across the United 
States had been a royal pageant of 
cheering mobs and now this night 
of nights she had Come Home to 
Hollywood. 

Outside the huge theatre 
mounted policemen held back the 
crowds that jammed the streei 
for ten blocks in every direction. 
Inside, there was such a Hollywood 
audience as I had never seen. 
Cheers resounded in the distance 
and swelled down upon us like the 
roar of a football crowd. 

Lights dimmed, heads turned, 
you could hear drawn breaths as 
a spotlight hit the aisle. 

Gloria Swanson stood _ there 
wrapped in cloth of silver, glittering with dia- 
monds.

I think we knew that the spectacular figure 
was our Movie Star of all time. We'd seen her 
work her way up from Mack Sennett Bathing 
Girl to Cecil de Mille’s star to where Paramount 
thought she was worth $26,000 a week. 

Hollywood paid her a tribute that night it has 
never equalled for anyone else. 


F I were asked to name the unique and most 

noble character among Hollywood's women stars, 
I’d have to shuffle around a bit. Yet in the end 
it would fall upon Carole Lombard, the. last of 
the Sennett beauties to hit the top. 

For I would have to remember how empty 
Clark Gable’s life has really been since he walked 
up the mountainside against which his wife had 
crashed to her untimely death. I would have to 
consider how many, many-men, her friends and 
fellow workers, said of her, “She was the finest 
girl I ever knew. She did more for everybody. 
We shall not see her like again.” 

For genius—-Mabel Normand. I am not alone 
in thinking that Mabel Normand, Mack Sennett’s 
greatest star in those early days, was the one 
authentic genius Hollywood has yet produced. 

Mabel Normand lives on today in many Acad- 
emy Awards. When such men as Leo McCarey 
and Frank Capra and Sam Wood and Victor Flem- 
ing step up to get their Oscars, they remember 
that Mabel Normand sparked and inspired them 
and taught them the art of comedy when they 
were young sprouts on the old Sennett lot. There 
Mabel was Queen and the idol and model of every 
Sennett girl from Louise Fazenda, now wife of 
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leading producer Hal Wallis, to little Ruth Taylor. 

In those days millions fell in love with Mabel 
Normand at first sight, for while she was funnier 
than Chaplin she was also beautiful. 


T° this minute no picture has ever broken the 
record for continuous run to capacity estab- 
lished by Mabel’s first full length feature, “Mickey,” 
which ran for nearly five years. When she left 
Sennett, heartbroken at the ending of their story, 
Samuel Goldwyn paid her $175,000 a picture. 

Then one day in 1922 a man named William 
Desmond Taylor was murdered. 

I was in Chicago when Director Bill Taylor 
was shot, and I can still hear Mabel Normand’s 
voice saying over the phone, “Please come home. 
I have to tell you—you have to tell me what to 
do-..” I turned cold with panic, for by that time 
the police knew that Mabel Normand whose latest, 
“Molly-O,” was playing everywhere to waiting 
lines, had been the last person to see Taylor alone. 
Except the murderer. 

She was a genius. And though the Taylor 
murder is stilyone of the great unsolved mystries, 
one thing I will tell you for sure—and prove to 
you. Mabel Normand didn’t kill him. 

Going back to my List—at the head of the 
most successful wives Hollywood has produced, 
anyone who knows this town would place Mrs. 
Darryl Zanuck. Her husband IS 20th Century- 
Fox, who produced two Academy Awards out of 
five this year, “Gentlemen’s Agreement” and “Mir- 
acle on 34th Street.” 

When she was a Mack Sennett Bathing Beauty 
the lovely, gracious Mrs, Zanuck, mother of three 
beautiful children and partner in all her hus- 
band’s great achievements, philanthropist and ex- 
traordinary hostess and home-maker, was named 
Virginia Fox. My, she was cute. 


And then there would be the gorgeous Madeline 
Hurlock, whose back was probably photographed 
and reproduced more often than any other in 
history when she was a Sennett girl. She married 
the playwright, Robert E. Sherwood. 


For the biggest international triumph outside 
the acting field achieved by any Hollywood woman, 
will you settle for the Success Story of Irene? 
She is Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s world-famous dress 
designer, who is the best-dressed woman in Holly- 
wood. Irene can’t get included in best-dressed 
selections because she’s a “pro.” : 

The first time I ever saw her, she was Irene 
Lentz, of the Mack Sennett girls. 


HAvE you ever read a citation for the Medal of 
Freedom, one of the greatest distinctions that 
can be bestowed upon an American civilian? 

If not, here’s one: 

“Bebe Daniels Lyon, American Civilian, for 
exceptionally . meritorious achievement which 
aided the United States of America in prosecution 
of the war against the enemy in continental 
Europe from 16 December, 1941, to 26 May, 1945, 
During this period she distinguished herself by 
her initiative and unfailing interest in the welfare 
of the American soldier. 

“With outstanding ability she organized, pro- 
duced and acted in theatrical productions pre- 
sented to civilians and troops and was the first 
woman civilian to follow the troops in the Nor- 
mandy landing in order to entertain wounded 
American soldiers 600 yards behind the front line. 

“Her unselfish services and willing sacrifice 
under the most dangerous conditions contributed 
immeasurably to the maintenance of a high 
state of morale among the troops, thus materially 
contributing to the success of the war effort.”

One of his dogs, Sappho, once did so 
well that it was almost the last of Horton. 

Two escaped convicts from Sing Sing were 
running loose. They had killed two men and 
were known to be armed. 

Sergeant Horton, with Sappho, a mute trailer 
trained to make no sound on the trail, was taken 
to the spot across the Hudson River, where the 
convicts were known to have stepped out of a 
rowboat. With Horton was Lieut. Frank Car]- 
son, of the Ossining police. Sappho sniffed 
at shoes belonging .to one of the convicts, and 
quietly started up the bluff. 

At the top the two officers sat down to catch 
their breath. They heard a twig crack. Horton

and Carlson jerked out their guns and, separat- 
ing, quietly circled toward the sound. 

There were the two men. Thinking they were 
surrounded, the desperate criminals cried out for 
mercy, and handed over three loaded guns. 

“Sappho followed that trail so fast and so 
quietly we almost barged right into them,” Ser- 
geant Horton said. “It’s lucky we got tired.” 

Another time, Horton and Sappho went out 
to the scene of a murder on Long Island. There 
were no clues, but there was a suspect. Local 
police hoped that he had hidden the murder 
weapon near by before leaving the scene in an 
automobile. Maybe Sappho could find it for evi- 
dence. 

Sappho took one sniff at the suspect’s sock, 
and started out along the highway. Sergeant 
Horton didn’t argue. For three hours the dog 
paralleled the highway, then turned off to a 
house where the suspect’s sister lived. When 
suspect, who was already in custody, was con- 
‘fronted with this information, he confessed. 

“That man had driven three miles,” said 
Sergeant Horton, still amazed. ‘“‘His feet had 
never touched the ground. Sappho picked up his 
scent from the weeds bordering the road. All I 
can say is that the air was moist and the weeds 
covered with dew, perfect trailing conditions.” 
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Sappho’s trailing proves that attempts by 
escaned felons to cover their tracks with red 
pepper or creosote are ineffectual. Dogs fre- 
quently run as far as 75 yards downwind from 
the actual trail. 


Horton never trails with more than one dog, 


and always holds the leash. 

“People never call us until the middle of the 
night, when searchers have trampled up the 
whole countryside,’”’ he complained. “Then they 
bring out handfuls of the missing person’s cloth- 
ing, getting their own scent all over it. That 
confuses the dogs, and I have to find another 
article for them to sniff. They know my scent.” 

Once the bloodhounds weren't requested until 
five days after a 21-month-old child was lost. 
No rain had washed away ‘the scent, however, 
and Old Monk picked it up immediately. The 
child was found right away, but it was the 
oldest trail the dogs have ever followed. Ser- 
geant Horton doesn’t know how much longer it 
would have remained, 

Sappho once found 11 lost skiers who had 
missed a turn on a mountain trail. Sergeant 
Horton let her sniff the sheets from the bed 
of a girl who had a room to herself, and Sappho 
went straight to where the party was huddled. 

Sometimes the dogs miss, but there’s usually 


a reason. Three children had been playing to- 
gether near a summer cabin in the hills, but 
only two had returned.

T —About 1 o’clock this 

morning, passing away 

calmly—peacefully and the features re- 

taining a life-like character—so finely drawn 

was the transition that it would be impos- 

sible to determine with decision the moment 
when life may be said to be departed.” 


Dr. Edward William Pritchard of Glasgow, 
Scotland, thus recorded in his diary the sad 
event of his mother-in-law’s demise that Satur- 
day in February, 1865. 

Only a fortnight before, Jane Taylor, hale 
and hearty at 70, had left her home in Edin- 
burgh to be at the bedside of her strangely ail- 
ing daughter, Mary Jane, who was the physi- 
cian’s devoted spouse. The latter had been ill 
on and off since the previous October, being at- 
tended constantly by Dr. Pritchard and a young 
maid-servant, Mary McLeod. 

Both maladies rather mystified Dr. Pritchard, 
and the correct remedy eluded him in each in- 
stance, for Mrs, Pritchard followed her mother 
into the Beyond within three weeks. This time 
the husband wrote in his diary: 

“18 Saturday—Died here at 1 a. m. Mary 
Jane, my beloved wife, aged 38 years—no tor- 
ment surrounding her—but like a calm peaceful 


lamb of God, passed Minnie away... Prayer on 
prayer till mine be o’er, everlasting love,”’ 

The scene of these thus-lamented bereave- 
ments was a four-story dwelling in Clarence 
place, a division of Sauchiehall St., Glasgow. 
This house included a basement which con- 
tained the kitchen offices and servants’ bedroom; 
street floor, with dining room in front, con- 
sulting room and pantry to the rear; second 
floor, drawing room and two bedrooms; and top 
floor two bedrooms and nursery. 

The surviving occupants: Dr. Pritchard, his 
five children, of which the eldest was 14; two 
young medical students who were boarders and 
pupils of the doctor, a cook, and Mary McLeod, a 
stocky, blond girl of 16. 

Pritchard, a native of Southsea, had been as- 
sistant surgeon of H. M. S. Hecate when, in 1850, 
he met and married Mary Jane Taylor, daughter 
of a retired Edinburgh silk merchant. He 
quit the navy the following year, practiced 
at Hunmanby in Yorkshire, and had settled in 
Glasgow in 1860 when he was 35. 

Meantime, he had acquired a somewhat 
mixed reputation. Women liked him, for he was 
tall and handsome and had a most charming 
manner, but fellow physicians regarded his as 
over-vain, quackish and unscrupulous. He en- 
joyed a considerable vogue as a popular lecturer, 
and in connection with this side-line he distri- 
buted to his audiences numerous photographs 
of his own bearded countenance. 


The Doctor Stood Frozen 
With Grief When the 
Cook Told Him They 
Were Too Late With the 
Poultice — His Wife 
Was Dead.

Mary McLeod, the nursery-housemaid, had 
joined the household in the wake of a most un- 
fortunate incident while the Pritchards were 
living on Berkeley terrace, Glasgow, 

One night in May, 1883, a police officer had 
noticed the glare of flames in an attic window. 
He had rung the ell and Dr. Pritchard fully 
dressed, had come to the door and explained that, 
having been aroused by the smell of smoke, he 
was about to go forth and summon assistance. 
His wife, children and one of the two servants 
were out of town, he told the curious officials, 
and only he and the other employe were in resi- 
dence at the moment, 


FIREMEN quickly confined the blaze to an 
attic bedroom—but the occupant, it was dis- 
covered, had apparently suffocated in her bed. 
It was supposed that she fell asleep as she 
lay reading, and that the curtains caught fire 
from the gas jet. 

Later Dr. Pritchard had claimed compensa-) 
tion for certain articles of jewelry lost in the 
fire, but the insurance company refused to pay 
him so much as a farthing. 

It had been Mary McLeod who succeeded the 
burned girl. 

That summer of 1863, while the family was 
away, she kept house for the doctor. 

The Pritchards had been occupying the house 
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in Clarence place about four months-when Mrs. 
Pritchard, who had previously enjoyed robusi 
health, first fell ill—of a chill, she believed. 

Her mother and her daughter, Fanny, then 
staying with the Taylors, wrote letters urging 
her to come to Edinburgh for a rest and a 
change of scene. Dr. Pritchard replied: 

“T'do not think we could manage without her, 
unless Dear Grandma could come and take 
charge ~while she is away.” 

This was arranged, Mrs. Taylor taking over 
in Glasgow on Nov. 26, her daughter going to 
the more peaceful parental home in Edinburgh. 


\W/HEN Mrs. Pritchard returned on Dec. 22, she 
seemed fully recovered, yet within two weeks 
her symptoms reappeared, and by Feb. 1 her ail- 
ment assumed a new form. Besides recurrent 
' nausea, she began to suffer agonizing cramps. 

Now followed these events: 

Feb. 5—Dr. Pritchard wrote his wife’s cous- 
in, Dr. Cowan, asking for an opinion. 


OF 


Feb. 7—Dr. Cowan, who lived in Edinburgh, 
examined the patient and prescribed a mustard 
poultice and small quantities of champagne. 

Feb. 8—Dr. Cowan returned to Edinburgh, 
and late that night Mrs. Pritchard had a severe 
attack. The cook, Catherine Lattimer, heard 
her cries and went up to find her writhing in 
bed. She was moaning, “I want Dr. Gairdner! 
Fetch Dr. Gairdner!”’ 

Dr. Pritchard told Mary McLeod to get this 
physician—William Tennant Gairdner, professor 
of medicine of Glasgow university—-and he ar- 
rived shortly before 1 o’clock. He found the pa- 
tient in a state of violent mental excitement. 

“She’s drunk,” he said. Dr. Pritchard replied 
that Dr..Cowan had prescribed stimulants. 

. Gairdner said he considered this “very 
bad treatment.” 

Later” that day he came back and recom- 
mended a simple diet with no stimulants or medi- 
cine. Mrs. Pritchard was feeling better. 

Feb. 9—Mrs. Taylor having received a dis- 
turbing report from ‘Dr. Cowan hastened to the 
Pritchard home and assumed charge of the 
household. She slept in the room with Mary 
Jane, Dr. Pritchard moving into a spare room. 

Feb. 13—One of the children brought a bag 
of tapioca from the grocer’s. She handed it 
to Mary McLeod, who later took a breakfast 
cupful prepared by the cook, to Mrs. Taylor in 
the dining room. Mrs. Taylor immediately be- 
came fll, with the result that no more of the 
tapioca was prepared. 

Feb. 16—Catherine Lattimer, the cook, re- 
signed, and was succeeded by Mary Patterson. 

Feb. 24—Catherine called to ask about Mrs. 
Pritchard’s condition. ‘Mrs. Taylor said, ‘“‘Well, 
Catherine, I don’t understand her illness. She 
is one day better and two days worse.” 

After an active afternoon and evening, at- 
tending her daughter, writing letters, ordering 
food, etc., Mrs. Taylor retired to the sick cham- 
ber for the night. Half an hour later, at 9:30, 
she had the first of a series of attacks. 

At 10:30, Dr. James Paterson, who lived on 
near-by Windsor place, arrived in answer to a 
summons. Dr. Pritchard, meeting him at the 
door, explained that Mrs. Taylor apparently had 
been made ill by consuming too much beer. He 
added that his wife had been very poorly ‘for 
a long time past with a gastric fever.” 


J AVING examined Mrs. Taylor, who was now 
in a coma, Dr. Paterson expressed his belief 
that she was under the influence of some power- 
ful narcotic. With that, Dr. Pritchard explained 
that she was in the habit of taking a preparation 
which contained opium. 

Dr. Paterson said she was dying, and nothing 
they could do would help. He left at 11:30. 

At about midnight, Mrs. Taylor had a few 
moments of consciousness. Her son-in-law 
clapped her heartily on the shoulder and ex- 
claimed, ““You’re getting better, darling!”’ 

She shook her head, saying, “Never in this 

world.” An hour later she was dead. 

Having entered the event in his diary, Dr. 
Pritchard wired his father-in-law, Michael Tay- 
lor. On the latter’s arrival that Saturday, 
Pritchard sent him to Dr. Paterson for the death 
certificate.. Dr. Paterson, however, refused, so 
Dr. Pritchard himself certified the cause as, 
“Paralysis, 12 hours. Apoplexy, 1 hour.” 

On Thursday, March 2, he recorded another 
item in his diary: 
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“Buried \'rs. Taylor, poor Dear Grenamz, in 
Grenze Cemetery, fifty yards from entrance, to 
the left—--vext to the Lover's Loan.” 

He was now again sharing the sick room with 
Mary Jane; also with Mary McLeod, who slept 
on a couch at the foot of the bed. 

Meanwhile day after day, everything Mrs. 
Pritchard ate or drank only seemed to aggra- 
vate her illness. 

On Friday, the 17th, Dr. Paterson called and, 
as he was to testify, “‘was much struck by her 
terribly altered appearance.” 

At 1 a. m., Saturday, Pritchard told the Mc- 
Leod girl to make a mustard poultice. When she 
returned, the cook accompanied her. 

“All right, put on the poultice,” he told them. 

The cook replied, “There is no use putting 
mustard on a dead body.” 

“What?” he cried. “Is she dead, Patterson?” 

“Doctor,” she replied, according to her testi- 
mony, ‘‘you should know better than I.” 

He let loose a wail of grief. “Come back, 


- 


come back, my darling Mary Jane! Do not leave 
your dear Edward!” 

He attended to his diary, certified the death 
as gastric fever, and personally delivered the 
body to Mr. Taylor. 

On the day of the funeral, Monday the 20th, 
William Hart, the procurator-fiscal (public 
prosecutor) of Lanarkshire, received the follow- 
ing letter, signed ‘“‘Amor Justitiae’’: 

“Glasgow, March 18, 1865 

“Sir: Dr. Pritchard’s mother-in-law died sud- 
denly and unexpectedly about three weeks ago 
in his house, Sauchiehall St., Glasgow, under 
circumstances at least very suspicious. His wife 
died today, also suddenly and unexpectedly and 
under circumstances equally suspicious. We 
think it right to draw your attention to the 
above, as the proper person to take action in the 
matter and see justice done.” 

That evening, as the affable doctor alighted 
from the train at Queen St., a reception com- 
mittee of one awaited him: Superintendent Mc- 
Call the Glasgow city police. 

Also arrested was Mary McLeod who con- 
fessed that she had been intimate with Dr. 
Pritchard since the summer of 1863, and that 
Mrs. Pritchard had discovered the liaison. The

girl had offered to “go away,” she said, but her 
mistress had preferred that she remain appar- 
ently fearing that the matter might otherwise 
not remain a private, household scandal. 

Mary was released after two days. 

_ Mrs. Pritchard’s body was exhumed first, and 
was found to contain antimony, administered in 
the form of small doses of tartar emetic. Mrs. 
Taylor, it developed, had been killed with anti- 
mony aconite and opium, 

The investigators learned that Dr. Pritchard 
had been a heavy purchaser of various poisons 
at two Glasgow chemists. Since Sept. 19, 1864, 
he had been buying, at fairly regular intervals, 
strychnine, laudanum, tartar emetic, tartar anti- 
mony, and tincture of aconite. 

Dr. Pritchard had told Dr. Paterson, accord- 
ing to the latter, that he kept no drugs in the 
house. Police officers, however, found in the 
consulting room: A wooden box containing a 
mixture of 15 grains of arsenic and tartar emetic 
in equal proportions. 

An empty wine bottle with 10 drops of a 
solution of corrosive sublimate remaining. 

Between 40 and 50 bottles and packets of 
medicines, some beneficial, some deadly. 

In the pantry they found the bag of tapioca. 
It proved to contain antimony. 

Dr. Pritchard’s trial opened on July 3, 1865, 
in Edinburgh, with the celebrated John Inglis 
presiding as Lord Justice-Clerk. 

Although much circumstantial evidence had 
been gathered with which to confront the ac- 
cused, evidence of motive proved more elusive. 
The prosecution held that Pritchard wanted his 
wife out of the way so that he might marry 
Mary McLeod, but the defense ridiculed this 
theory. (She testified that the doctor had 


“promised” “to marry her.) 

As for Mrs. Taylor, it was believed that she 
had become suspicious about her daughter’s ill- 
ness, and had also discovered Dr. Pritchard's 
liaison with the young servant girl. 

The chief prosecutor, Solicitor-Genera! 
Young, built his case upon a foundation of cir- 
cumstances which proved, he asserted, that only 
the defendant could have committed the two 
murders. (The defense, in this connection, tried 
to pin the entire guilt on Mary McLeod.) © 

The prosecutor pointed out that the fact the 
two victims did not die of gastric fever and of 
apoplexy was not disputed. Suicide and accident 
were equally out of the question, he said; anti- 
mony was not administered medicinally. 


E said the deeds could not have been done by 
the children, the two young boarders, or by 
either of the cooks——the poisoning had begun be- 
fore one cook arrived and after the other left. 
The solicitor-general told the jury that one 
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had to conclude that the crimes had been com- 
mitted either by Dr. Pritchard or by Mary Mc- 
Leod. Referring to Mrs. Pritchard, he said: 

“It was a murder in which you almost detect 
a doctor’s finger,” for it had* been a very gradual 
matter, ‘poisoning carried on so as not to kill 
but to weaken; leaving off for a day and then 
resuming again ; the victim one day better, two 
days worse. 

He held that the prisoner alone had the 
means, opportunity, ability, and motive. 

His lies to the doctors and others, his false 
certificates and declarations, all the innumerable 
facts of the case, left no doubt as to his guilt, 
Young averred. 


DEFENSE COUNSEL RUTHERFORD-CLARK 
assured the jury that if his client were 
guilty, “he is the foulest criminal that ever 
‘ived.” He stressed the allegation that Dr. Pritch- 
ard had been “on the most affectionate terms” 
with both his mother-in-law and his wife. 

“A more cold-blooded, a more frightful, a 
more dreadful atrocity could not be supposed,”’ 
Rutherford-Clark exclaimed, “It is im 
that evidence of probability, upon which the 
whole case of the Crown hangs can ever justify 
you in believing that he was capable of commit- 
ting the crime, and of the hideous hypocrisy 
which he is said to have manifested.” 

The Lord Justice-Clerk, referring in his 
charge to the fact that the prosecution held the 
murders had been committed by Pritchard and 
that the defense accused Mary, said: 

“Gentlemen, that is a very painful position 
for you to be placed in. If it be necessary that 
you decide absolutely between the two, it must 
be done. At the same time the prisoner’s counsel 
did not seem sufficiently alive, in considering 
this point, to the possibility that both might be 
implicated, and if that were so, I suppose we 
should have little doubt as to which was the 
master and which the servant. 

“And in fact, if you should arrive at that 
conclusion, every article that the prisoner's 
counsel alluded to for the purpose of showing 
the guilt of Mary McLeod would be an article 
of evidence to implicate the prisoner at the bar.” 

The jury needed only 55 minutes to agree on 
a verdict of guilty. 


JN subsequent days, between protestations and 

prayers, Dr. Pritchard made several varying 
confessions. First he said he killed his wife with 
the collaboration of Mary McLeod. When no one 
took this seriously, he said he had dispatched 
Mary Jane with chloroform; of Mrs. Taylor’s 
death, “before God, as a dying man,” he was 
innocent. In a third and final statement, he ad- 
mitted both crimes. 

Why had he committed them? According to 
him, he was impelled by “a species of terrible 
madness and the use of ardent spirits.” 

In his last letter, written to a brother-in-law, 
he said: 

“Mary Jane, Darling Mother, and you, I will 
meet, as you said the last time you spoke to me, 
in happier circumstances.” 

The next morning, July 28, he strode to a 
scaffold on Glasgow Green. 

He asked if he might be allowed to address 
the crowd, was told that he could not, and died.

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Samuel Prickett, a min- 
ister who doubled as police 
judge, in Metuchen, N. J., 
for being drunk and disor- 
derly. The magistrate, a 
friend, gave Archie a short 
jail term in the hope it 
would be a corrective. 

It wasn’t. In jail Archie 
brooded. When he got out 
he shot Prickett to death. 

His speedy conviction 
and sentence of execution 
by Judge James B. Bergen 
can be described as routine. 
Likewise his appeal, its re- 
jection, and Judge Bergen’s 
setting a date for his exe- 
cution. 

Then the Governor is- 
sued two reprieves.

YEARS passed and Archie 
was still in prison, 
under the death sentence, 
when Judge Bergen died 
in 1923.

So more years flew by 
with never a complaint 
from Archie. He was a 
model prisoner, but when 
friendly officials offered 
to seek a pardon he pro- 
tested indignantly. ‘“‘Want 
to get rid of me, huh?” he 
would ask with an injured 
air. ; 
In earlier years Archie 
always said that he would 
beat the rap. Now, long 
after the passing of nearly 
all others connected with 
his trial, he has done so.
